THE TRUSTS. 
Four years ago the regulation by law 


of the great corporate combinations 
called"trusts" stood substantially where 
it was when the Sherman anti-.trust act 
of 1890 was ipassed. President Cleve- 
land, in his last message of December, 
1896, had said: 
. 
"Though congress has attempted to 
deal with this matter by legislation, the 
laws passed for that purpose thus far 
have proved ineffective, not because of. 
any lack of disposition or attempt to 
enforce them, but simply because the 
laws themselves as interpreted by the 
courts do nqt reach the difficulty. If 
the insufficiencies of existing laws can 
be remedied by further legislation, it 
should be done. The fact must be rec- 
ognized, however, that all federal^ leg- 
islation on this subject may'fall'short 
of its purpose because of inherent obT 
stacles and also because of the com- 
plex character- of 
our governmental 


system, which, while making federal 
authority supreme within its sphere, 
has carefully limited that sphere by 
metes and bounds 
that can not be 


transgressed." 


At every election, the regulation of 


trusts had been the foot-ball of cam- 
paign oratory and the subject of many 
insincere declarations. 


Our republican 
administration has 


taken up the subject in a 
practical, 


sensible way as a business rather than 
a ipolitical question, saying what it 
really meant, and doing what lay at 
Its hand to be done to accomplish ef- 
fective regulation. The principles upon 
which the government proceeded were 
stated by the president in his message 
of December, 1902. . He said: 


"A fundamental base of civilization 
Is the inviolability of property; but 
this is in no wise inconsistent with the 
right of society to regulate the exercise 
of the artificial powers which it con- 
fers upon the owners of property, under 
the name of corporate franchises, in 
such a way as to prevent the misuse 
of these powers. • * * 


"We can do nothing of good in the 
way of regulating 
and supervising 
these corporations until we fix clearly 
in our minds that we are not attack- 
ing the corporations,, but endeavoring 
to do away with any evil in them. We 
are not hostile to them; we are'merely 
determined that they shall be so hand- 
led as to subser"e the public good. We 
draw the line against misconduct, not 
against wealth. 
*. * * 


"Incurbing and regulating the com- 


binations of capital which are or may 
become Injurious to the public we 
mus; be careful not to stop the great 
enterprises -which have legitimately re- 
duced the cost of production, hot to 
abandon the place which our country 
has won in the leadership of the in- 
ternational Industrial world, not 
to 


strike down wealth with the result of 
closing factories and mines, of turn-

of Europe to this declaration was se- 
cured. 
The open recognition of the 


rule of right conduct imposed its lim- 
itations upon the conduct of the pow- 
ers In the Orient. It was made the test 
of defensible action. 
Carefully guard- 


ed by the wise statesman who had se- 
cured its acceptance, it brought a mor- 
al force of recognized value to protect 
peaceful and helpless China from dis- 
memberment and spoliation, an/J to 
preserve the open door in the Orient 
for the commerce of the world. Under 
the influence of this effective friend- 
ship, a new commercial treaty with 
China, proclaimed on the 8th- of Oc- 
tober last, has enlarged our opportun- 
ities for trade, opened new ports to 
our commerce, and abolished Internal 
duties on goods In transit within the 
empire.

the wall, for be it remembered Peorlans 
are not investing any .more money In 
their purchase at this particular time. 


Of the 451 slot machines 12S of them 


are in the drug stores and barber shops. 
The remainder are In the .saloons. The 
slot machine habit is general. They are 
found in al! parts of- the city and in 
all kinds.ot businesses. 
They have 


been installed under the guise of stim- 
ulants for business, but in reality they 
are gold mines done in small pack- 
ages of iron*.

STAINED GLASS WORK. 


An Art in Which Methods Have Not 


Changed Much in Centuries. 
The twentieth 
century American 


stained glass maker follows without 
important variation the simple-.meth- 
ods- of the P>ench monk of eight cen- 
turies ago. The first requisite "is the 
design. The artists make a small wa- 
ter color sketch to show the general 
design and color scheme, accompany- 
ing it with detailed studies.t From this 
two large drawing, or cartoons are 
made, the exact sfz« of the desired 
window. One cartoon shows where the 
leads will be placed—the thin strips 
of lead, hollowed on both sides and 
looking In a transverse settion like the 
letter H, which form the framework 
to bind the pieces of glass together. 
Another drawing gives the size and 
shape of each piece of glass. This car- 
toon is cut Into Its component pieces by 
a pair (or triplet) of three bladed scis- 
sors, which leave between their'paral- 
e! blades a ppace sufficient for the 
leads. These cut out patterns are put 
tog-ether again on a large glass easel, 
to which they are attached .by wax anl 
the spaces between are blacked in to 
give the effect of the leads. 


The easel is then placed against a 


window where the light can stream 
through it. The artist or his substttute 
replaces each paper pattern on the 
easel by a piec-e of glass of exactly the 
same size, cut from, a sheet of glass of 
the color called for 
by the color 


sketch. The sketch Is not followed ex- 
actly; experiment with the actual glass 
will suggest improvements. To a great- 
er or less extent this stained glass is 
supplemented by painted 
glass on 


which the colors are fired as in china 
painting.' When all the pieces have 
been cut out they are transferred to 
the "leading" drawing, 
the flexible 


leads are twisted into shape and sol- 
dered at the joints and a special ce- 
ment applied to make the while wa-, 
ter tight. The window is now complete, 
ready to be put in position, where 
it io made secure by copper wires fas- 
tened to the tranverse bars of iron.— 
Booklovers' Magazine.

:o punish the man who ran away with 
his wife. Keen has been In the city for 
two days. The wife and children were 
found at 127 East Jefferson street and 
the abductor, James 
Ragsdale was 


found in Blue Mouiid and was ar- 
rested there Tuesday morning by Con- 
stable Sill and brought to Decatur. The 
woman and the man were both put be- 
hind the bars of .the county jail. The 
man must answer the charge of wife 
abduction and 
the 
woman will be 


charged with desertion of her husband. 


Ready to 'Shoot. 


The whole thing came near being a 


tragedy. Keen freely admits that had 
he met Ragsdale he would have shot 
him he fears, but he very sensibly went 
to the state's attorney first and Mr. 
Redinon talked him out of the shooting 
idea. Keen says now .that the states 
atorney's advice was all that prevent- 
ed a shooting. 
Keen seemed to really feel bad and 


he could scarcely keep from crying 
when h'e talked about the case. He is- 
over six feet tall and about 45.years 
old, 
and his .wife. Carrie Ksen, is 43 


years old. Rags<3a!rt has been going un- 
der other names and' he admitted to 
the chief of police that he had once 
served a term in the penitentiary. 


"The man has always made trouble," 


said Keen. "I have 
known him for 


twenty-five years and I never knew 
much go.od of him. I formerly lived 
at Louisville and was an auctioneer 
there for years. There has been some- 
thing wrong in my family for two years 
and this man was at the bottom of. it. 
I suspected but I could not get positive 
evidence. 
"On June 6 my wife ran away from 


home and took the two little girls 
with her and came to Decatur to meet 
Ragsdale. 
He has been working for 


about two' years at Blue Mound and 
my wife and children stopped here in 
Dscatur and he was with them part 
of the time-- 
Cares for his Family. 
'I have taken' good care of my fam- 


ily and there was no excuse for my 
wife leaving. I do not think she was 
in her right mind and I have learned 
that Ragsdale was constantly writing 
to her urging her to join him and de- 
sert m«, and a woman "In Indianapolis 
urged her to leave me. I shall take the 
children back home as I am able to 
properly care for them. I feel sorry 
for my wife even 
.though 
she has 
wronged me and I do not think she can 


3 in her right mind. She did some 
range things before she left home 


arid I think she was so worried by this 
other man that she has partially lost 
her mind,"

Danville-Champaign Interurban Get- 


ting Equipment— Coal Will Be 


Carried from Danville. 


THE CARS ARE NOW BUILDING. 


There is at present' being built In 


the street car shoes in Champaign, 
five cars expressly for cbal traffic over 
the Danville. Champaign Interurban, 
which again demonstrates the import- 
ance and possibilities of the line, 
Nor is this all, for a deal'has Just 


been closed by the McKinley syndicate, 
whereby five more cars of similar type 
have been purchased from the shops of 
P. M. Hicks of Chicago Heights, giv- 
ing the interurban ten new coal carry: 
ing cars of the latest design and con- 
struction. Each car has a capacity of 
60,000 pounds. 


The procuring and building of these 


cars again bringing to notice the Im- 
mense benefits derived from the inter- 
urban. both to the dealers in the cities 
and the people living in touch with the 
road. In many ways the farmers noyi 
enjoy the advantage within the grasp 
of Ijheir city brethern, and the advent 
oi the coal carrying cars opens a field 
to which but very few people have 
given even the slightest trouble. Here- 
tofore the fajmers who burned coal In 
their stoves during the winter months' 
have been obliged to haul the heavy 
loads several miles from the cities and 
villages to their homes, and the task 
has proven of great Inconvenience and 
expense. Now it Is proposed by means 
of the new coal cars to deliver coal 
from the mines in the vicinity of Dan- 
ville to the farmers along the Interur- 
ban and thus save the latter the trouble 
to which'they have been accustomed, 
and the expense will be greatly reduc- 
ed"Yes, we Intend to put on coal cars 
this 
fall,"

SHOWERS FREQUENT 


Distribution of Moisture However Ha* 


Been Even and Some Localities 


Are Still in Need of Rain. 


OATS HAVE 
NOT 
DONE WELL£ 


The weather department at Spring- 


field has issued the following bulletin: 


Showery conditions obtained over a 


greater portion of the state on the 15th 
and the latter part of the week, but 
many localities 
need rain, especial- 


ly in the northern section. 'The distri- 
bution of rainfall in the southern half 
of the state was 
more general and 


equable. The daily mean temperature 
average about 4 degrees below nor- 
mal. 
The general characteristic was 
| warm days and cool nights—the nights 
being too cobl for rapid growth. The 
weather has been favorable for farm- 
ing operations, and much progress was 
•made, except in a few localities of 
the southern sectior. where ths soil Is 
still sodden. 


The' weather has been very favor- 


able for cleaning corn and the fields 
are generally in good condition. While 
the crop has not made rapid growth, 
II is in a thrifty 
and satisfactory 


stage. Mcst of the fields hsve been 
plowed over once, and many have been 
cross-plowed and some have ben plow- 
ed a third time. 
Oats have -deteriorated some during 


the week" from lack of moisture and 
warmth. The plant is generally short, 
not having aftalhed seasonable growth 
and the color shows the effects of In- 
sufficient moisture. Many fields are 
heading out, but very low.. 


(Wheat is doing well In the central, 


and is nearly ripe in the southern dis- 
trict. In the latter section much of the 
crop will be ready for harvest during 
the ensuing week. TJie heads are well 
filled and the outlook is generally fav- 
orable.; 
The harvesting of clover is in active 


operation in the southern district, and1 
will soon be well under way in the 
other districts, While some fields are 
giving an average output, the general 
yield is light. Grasses in the northern 
portion need rain. 


Blaeberries, raspberries and-grapes 


are promising, but would be improved 
by moisture. In portions of the north- 
ern section strawberries have been ser- 
iously damaged on 
account of dry 


weather. Apples and pears continue to 
drop, and the general outlook for ap- 
pies is very discouraging. 


Potatoes are being marketed In the 


southern portion of the state. Gardens 
are promising and yielding well.

His Family. 


The White House family is almost 


as well known to the people of the 


rou-. In the majority of instances in 
which a New Yorker has corne to the 
presidential chair It has been by the 
deith of the man who was elected 
president, and 
since 
the republican 


party tame into existence It has oc- 
curred twice through the premeditated 
death of an Ohio man elected president. 


He js the first accidental president 


who has been-so honored, and he prom- 
ises to break precedent again by being 
his own successor. 
Our 
presidents 


have been soldiers or lawyers, and 
Roosevelt is no exception to the rule 
though hrs military career was only a 
passing incident in a busy life, and his 
fame was'won in a engagement which 
would have been counted one of the 
lesser battles of the civil war. That 
was not Itis fault, however, and he die! 
the best he could. 


He has- been distinctly a man of 


public affairs. Politics has been his 
vocation and literature his avocation 
In the twenty-five years since he at- 
tained his majority he has held office 
seventeen years, and in addition was 
the unsuccessful republican candidate 
for mayor of New York whip he was 
28 years old. 


His first appealance in national 


politics was that day in June, 1884 
when he walked down the center aisle 
o£ the convention held at Chicago arm 
in arm with George Curtis, representing 
the state of New York, after he hac 
made the tight which cost Preslden 
Arthur the suppoit of his own state 
He was then a youth of 26 vears. 


His contributions to literature con- 


stitute a Binalr library. Nojnan, there- 
fore, has been more in the public eye 
in the last quarter of a century. In thai 
t.me he has played many parts, 
and 


has played them all remarkably well 
In all of them he has displayed cer- 
tain characteristics vvhith have come 
to be known as distinctively Roose- 
veltian. .

from contrast. Never has there been 
a more striking example of unity than 
Is now afforded by this assemblage.
